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2 WHITES KILLED IN RA CE WAR 


CHICAGO IS SCENE OF NEW RACE WAR 
WHERE BLACKS RIOT AND TERRORIZE 
THE CITY—TWO WHITES KILLED. 


CHICAGO, June 21.— Federal authorities today began in­ 
vestigating rioting last night between whites and negroes, 
which resulted in the murder of two white men and a. score 
or more persons wounded, including a negro policeman. 
R. D. Jonas, the supposed white leader of the Abyssinians 
was arrested at noon today and taken to the police station. 
He denied responsibility for last night's affair, and said that 
he had been ejected from a meeting with Abyssinians Sunday. 


CHICAGO, June 21.— Police today were searching for R. 
D. Jones, alleged radical agitator, and three negroes in con­ 
nection with rioting in Chicago's “Black Belt" last night dur­ 
ing which two white men were killed and two negroes wound­ 
ed. The fighting followed the dispersing of a parade of negro 
members of the “Star Order of Ethopia," an organization ad­ 
vocating the return of the negro to Abyssinia, and immediately 
after the burning of an American flag. 
Police today empha­ 
size that the rioting was not the result of racial feeling, but 
more probably the result of a radical plot. 
They pointed out 
that negroes and whites had cooperated in an effort to resent 
the insult to the flag. 
The negroes sought as leaders in the plot to burn the flag 
are Joseph Fernon, who calls himself the “Great Abyssianian" 
his son and Grover Redding, who it is said claims to be a 
native of Abyssinia. 
The killing of the white men, who included Robert L. Ross, 
a sailor stationed at Great Lakes, aroused hundreds of sailors 
on leave in Chicago, and caused the issuance of an order for 
the arrest and immediate dispatch to the Great Lakes of all 
sailors on leave. 
The other white man killed was Joseph Hoyt, a clerk in a 
store near the scene of the shooting. 
He was shot with what 
was believed to be a durn durn bullet as his head was split 
as though with an axe. 
According to witnesses of the burning of the flag, and 
subsequent shooting, the parade led by Fernon and Redding 
dispersed in front of a cafe at 35th Street and Indiana Ave­ 
nue, and immediately after one of the leaders, believed to be 
Fernon, took a flag from a parcel which he was carrying and 
set fire to it, it was said. 
Police today* arrested Redding and seven other negroes, 
who are said to have been leaders in yesterday's parade. 
Jonas, who was still at liberty this morning, after an all 
night hunt by the police, was found by a reporter and told 
his version of the rioting. 
He said he met Redding, who poses 
as an Abyssinian, in New York several weeks ago and had 
later introduced the Abyssinian to the President at Washing­ 
ton.

CHICAGO, June 21.— Redding, Jonas said, told him he has 
recently been in Abyssinia. 
When asked how he got there, 
he explained that he took an airship from Mexico. 
Jonas said 
he accompanied the negroes two weeks ago to ask the Repub­ 
lican convention to incorporate a plank in the party platform 
providing for the resumption of the Abyssinian treaty with 
the United States, which expired in 1917. 
Since coming here 
he declared he had denounced Redding and the others to the 
federal authorities as radicals, but without results. 
Police raided a garage near the scene of the riot, and cap­ 
tured one of the fantastic robes worn by the Princes, five 
short barrel rifles, a picture of Jonas and the Abyssinian dele­ 
gation, taken when they landed in New York, and some of 
Redding's propaganda. 
Reports that the Abyssinians were backed by the I. W. W.s 
through a negro radical organization, known as the “Black 
Star," were denied at I. W. W. headquarters. 
Officials there 
declared that the I. W. W. operates under only one name. 
During the shooting a second flag was thrown upon the 
flames, but rescued before it burned.

still boasts of a surpassing ability 
to bake biscuits and in a recent 
address to a crowd of schoolboys 
he challenged any of them

m ilking contest. 
W hen, in 1877, the elder McAdoo 
moved to Knoxvill, Tenn., to accept 
a professorship in the University of 
Tennessee, th e boy enrolled as a 
stud en t but left school before he 
was 
g raduated 
to 
earn 
his 
own 
living.

18 years old 
he was 
appointed deputy collector for the 
United 
States 
circuit 
court 
at 
Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and 
while in 
that position he studied law with 
Ju d g e W illiam 
M. 
Dewitt, and 
at 
22 he was adm itted to the bar. 
In 1892, after practicing law and 
m anaging a street railw ay line in 
Knoxville, 
McAdoo 
went, 
to 
New 
York unknow n and virtually pern- 
less to begin the practice of law. 
Ten 
years later 
he 
left 
the 
law 
to attem p t the construction of the 
tubes and 
from 
1902 
until 
1912 
he 
w as president 
of the 
Hudson 
M anhattan 
Railroad 
Co., 
which 
eventually 
succeeded 
in 
driving 
the tunnels th rough to the Jersey 
shore. 
McAdoo’s 
struggle 
to 
construct 
the tubes bristles with hum an in­ 
terest. 
In addition to being w ith­ 
out m eans of his own to put the 
tubes 
through

few men of wealth, he was handi­ 
capped in his efforts by the fact 
th at previous attem p ts to construct 
the tubes had been abject failures. 
McAdoo’s first step was to in terest 
the 
capitalist

failure. 
Once McAdoo’s initial tube 
collapsed.

In the war, It fell to Adams to do 
picket duty in Europe. Congress sent 
him to France with a thoughtful warn­ 
ing to put in the bottom of his dis­ 
patch bag plenty of lead or stone or 
other weighty substance to sink his 
papers. For his own neck no protec­ 
tion was proposed In event of the 
British capturing a signer of the rebel 
manifesto of July 4, 1776. Neverthe­ 
less, he took with him on the perilous 
trip his ten-year-old son, John Quincy. 
On the next voyage, he carried not 
only John Quincy, but also his second 
son, and they were shipwrecked off the 
coast of Spain.

among them may be noted “Modern 
Painters” and the following works 
on political economy and social re­ 
form: 
“Unto this Last,” Munera 
Pulveris” and “For C laviger,” a 
periodical series of fetters to the 
workingmen and laborers of Geat 
Britain. 
Ruskin began his education at 
Christ Church, Oxford, gained the 
Newdigate prize in 1839, and was 


graduated with honor in 1842. In 
the year 1847 he was made lectur­ 
er at Cambridge, and in 1870-1872, 
1876-1878, 1883-1885 he was one 
j of the professors of Fine Arts at 
: Oxford. It was at this institution in 
I the year 1871 that Ruskin created 
! the endowment of $25,000 to pro­ 
vide for a 
university teacher of 
drawing.

Ruskin’s career was varied and 
found him in the diversified role of 
^political economst, social reformer, 
art critic and author.He is generally 
I credited with being the man who 
placed art criticism on a scientific 
I basis.

Burney organized a company and 
bought the present site of Chicka­ 
sha and surveyed and laid out the 
town. That was in 1892 when the 
Rock Island railroad company ex­ 
tended its line through this section 
of the state and into Texas. Soon 
after the organization of the vil-j 
lage, he was elected a member of i 
the board of education. 
Burney attended all the schools 
of the Chickasha nation and com-1 
pleted a course in the Chickasha 
manual 
training school at Tisho­ 
mingo. When 16 he became a cow­ 
boy, engaging later in the cattle 
industry. From 1895 to 189 8 he 
served 
as 
deputy • United 
States j 
• marshal. He resigned this position 
to engage in tht campaign of Doug-! 
las H. Johnson as a candidate for 
governor of the Chickasaw nation. 
Aftetr 
Johnsons’ election, 
Burney 
was appointed representative of the 
Chackasaws on the Dawes commis­ 
sion. He held that office until 1902. 
He was re-appointed a U. S. deputy 
marshal in 1906. holding that po­ 
sition until Oklahoma 
became a 
state. 
Burney’s father, David C. Burney, 
was of Choctaw and Chickasaw lin­ 
eage. He was bom in Mississippi 
and 
accompanied 
the 
Chickasaws 
in their exodus to Indian Territory.

Tax Dodging Expensive 
OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
Okla. June 
21.— Frank C. Carter, state auditor, 


s a y s that evasion of the personal 
income tax law by the formation of 
corporations costs Oklahoma hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars a year. 
At the next session of the legisla­ 
ture, Mr. Carter states efforts will 
be made to amend the tax law to 
make corporations pay taxes upon 
their earnings. 
“When a man's business begins to 
thrive so that he has to pay a big 
sum for income tax to the state, he 
takes in his wife and one of his em­ 
ployes and form a corporation,” Mr. 
Carter declares. “The next year the 
corpoation does not declae a divi­ 
dend and there is no record to show 
what is the personal income of the 
stockholders. The stockholders could 
be prosecuted for embezzlement if 
he should be detected using the 
undivided profits for his personal 
nfeeds .but It is hard to discover 
him.
